o Grant amount for 21 individuals in FY 18 

▪ Program has decreased over time 

o Eligibility Criteria 

▪ Must be 62 years old 

▪ Applicants must have a monthly gross

currently have 21 homes on the list.  Rafael 

House is the only larger group home within the 

program.

▪ AERS evaluation 

▪ Provider Search 

▪ Confirmation 

o Criteria for accepting group home 

▪ Surveys and licensing by OHCQ – look for 

deficiencies 

▪ State and County agreement at an agreed 

rate 

▪ Reapply once a year 

o Future goals
